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DETAILED ACTION 


ART REJECTION: 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 


1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sekine(5,546,311). 

In considering claims 1-44, the claimed subject matter that is met by Sekine includes: 

1) the claimed wireless transmitter is met by the transmitting means(l 1); 

2) the claimed digitized measurement of an operational aspect of a moving vehicle is met 
by the vehicle speed judging means(3); 

3) the claimed controller adapted to format is met by the communication means(10, 
column 3, lines 20-25); 

4) the claimed display is met by the alarm(9, column 3, lines 16-20); 

5) the claimed wireless receiver in an adjacent vehicle is met by the receiving means(12) 
which are located in both the subject and object vehicle; 
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6) the claimed wireless receiver for receiving signals from a wireless transmitter fixed to a 
roadway is met by the proximity communication equipment which provides information for the 
navigating means which provides roadway information(see: column 2, lines 44-55).
